At the present time he is interested 
in the development of the hospital 
service for the remoter districts in 
Australia, which is called the bush 
nursing system, and is carried on by 
private voluntary subscriptions 

By this means skilled irsing at- 
tendance has been placed within reach 
of the dwellers in the sparsely-settled 
districts. People, when they are well, 
pay for the privilege of b cared for 
during sickness, and the system hus 
been built up on subscriptions of ab 
$8 a year. Hospital accommodat 
nursing and food is provided to s 
scribers at a special rate, while the 
charge to non-subscribers is increased 


These rates are in addition to the an- 
nual subscriptions.
